DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8, 10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. In claim 1 , lines 11-12, it is inaccurate to recite the shock absorber as 
provided between the left and right suspension arms and the vehicle body frame (shock 
absorber 76 is not attached to the frame or between the frame and arms). It is 
recommended that in lines 11-12 "and the vehicle body frame" be deleted. 

b. In claims 5 and 1 5, it is not clear what part of the disclosed invention is the 
relay member is nor the stopper rubbers mounted to the main body so as to be brought 
into contact with the lower surface of a center upper frame of the motortricycle. It is 
noted that terms and phrases used in the claims must find clear antecedent basis in the 
specification (37 CFR 1.75(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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4. Claims 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rasidescu et al US006851691B2 (newly cited) in view of Morita et al US004836324 (of 
record). 

Rasidescu et al discloses a vehicle body frame support structure comprising left 
and right suspension arms 202, 204 respectively swingably mounted to the vehicle 
frame 100, rear wheels which would be mounted at 122A 124A on outer portions of the 
left and right suspension arms, and an oscillation mechanism 210 permitting leftward 
and rightward oscillation of the vehicle body frame relative to the suspension arms, the 
oscillation mechanism being provided between the suspension arms and frame. An 
engine is attached to input shaft 114 for driving the wheels. The oscillation mechanism 
210 is mounted to the vehicle body frame in a position above a rearward extending 
portion of L-shaped pipe 102, 106 (note at the rear of frame members 104 and 102 that 
they are hollow and hence pipes). Morita et al discloses an engine 2 mounted on the 
frame 6. it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Rasidescu et al to include the engine mounted on the 
frame as taught by Morita et al in order to conventionally support the engine (claim 11). 
Regarding claim 12, the engine is supported on the frame through a rubber mount 18. 
Regarding claim 13 the engine is supported on the frame through links 14, 15 with 
different lengths. Regarding claim 14, Rasidescu et al's frame 100 surrounds the front 
and rear sides and upper and lower sides of the engine in the combination, with at least 
a rear portion R of Rasidescu et al's frame comprised of a single pipe. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 5 and 1 5 are so indefinite that no determination could be made as to their 
patentability. 

6. Claim 9 is allowed. 

7. Claims 16-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 2-4, 6-8 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
